Even Kmiliano Zapata, the incorrigi­ 
ble and irreconcilable leader of the 
rebel forces in southwestern Mexico, 
bus come into the fold. 
Generals Obregon and Villa have ar 
ranged a composition of the difficulties 
which recently arose in the state of 
Donora and peace has been established 
among the warring factions. 
The Constitutionalist agency sums 
up tile situation as follows: 
"Zapata^ allegiance to the Constitu 
tlonalist government is of great mo­ 
ment. It means tile end of all guerrilla 
warfare in southern Mexico and the 
initiation of stable order and quiet In 
allose greatly harrassed provinces. 
“The satisfactory settlement of toe 
feud In Boners between the followers 
of Governor Maytorena and Colonel 
('Hiles removes the possibility of this 
altercation 
growing 
into 
a 
revolt 
against the central overnnieut. Peace 
is now virtually established through 
the entire country.” 
The message from Mexico City did 
not give any details of the agreement 
reached between Zapata aud Carranza 
except that the former had pledged 
himself to recognise the new govern 
merit. 
It is Known that Zapata has 
been fighting for years to obtain agrar 
ian reforms and it is thought that 
when he was convinced that Carranza 
was honestly determined to bring the 
same reforms to the people that he 
agreed readily to co operate with him 
Zapata was in sympathy with Madera 
on this score, but reactionary infill 
ernes succeeded in separating the two 
men.

Edmund Gosse’s Pen Portrait of th* 


Poet Swinburne. 


In the “Collected Essays of Edward 
Gosse" is an elaborate [ten picture of 
Swinburne. 
“Of nil the human beings 
whom I have known," he says, “I 
think that Algernon Swinburne was 
the most extraordinary." 
And here is 
the characteristic way in which he be 
gins to sketch that "singular being:’’ 
“ Ile was short, with sloping shoul­ 
ders. from which rose a long and slen 
der neck, surm ounted by a very large 
head. 
Tile cranium seemed to be out 
of all proportion to the rest of the 
structure. 
Ills spine was rigid, and, 
though he often bowed the heaviness 
of bls bend, "lasso papavero collo,” he 
seemed never to bend bis back. 
Ex 
eept in consequence of a certain phys­ 
ical weakness, which probably may 
in more philosophical day* come to lie 
accounted 
for and 
palliated—except 
when 
suffering 
from 
this 
external 
cause, he seemed Immune from all the 
maladies th at pursue mankind. 
“ He did not know fatigue: his agility 
and brightness were almost median! 
cal. 
I never heard him complain of a 
headache or a toothache. 
Ile required 
very little alee;, ami occasionally when 
I have parted from him in the evening 
after saying good night he has simply 
sat back In the deep sofa in his sit 
ting room, his Utile feet close togeth 
er, his arms against his side, folded In 
his frock coat like a grasshopper In 
Its wing covers, and fallen asleep, ap­ 
parently for tile night, before I could 
blow out the candles and steal forth 
from the d**or. 
"I nm speaking, of course, of early 
days; it w as thus about I STT* that I 
closely observed him. 
Ile was more 
a hyj>ertrophlcd Intelligence Blan a 
man. 
Ills vast brain seemed to weigh 
down and give solidity to a frame 
otherwise as light as thistledown, a 
I xxiv almost as Immaterial as that of 
a fairy. 
In the streets he had the 
movements of a somnambulist, aud of 
ten I have seen him passing like a 
ghost across the traffic of Ilolhorn or 
threading the pressure of carts east 
ward In Gray s Inn road without glanc 
log to the left or the right, like some 
thing blown l»efore a wind."

Stinking smut or bunt is a fungous 
disease: tv hi cl) attacks the kernels of 
the wheat plant and causes a very se­ 
rious loss to the crop. This disease Is 
propagated by means of alares, which 
are formed within the grains of the 
diseased plants. 
An Infected kernel 
when broken o(>en has a very fetid 
odor. which gives the disease its com­ 
ino)) nam e 
During thrashing a large num ber of 
diseased kernels are broken open and 
the stares set free, which adhere to the 
healthy kernels. When the kernels are 
(dallied the fungous spores germ inate 
and Immediately penetrate the young 
wheat seedlings. The fungus continues 
to grow within the tissues of the plant 
at the growing tip. but gives no appar­ 
ent evidence of Its presence until the 
wheut plant begins to form the new 
grain. At this time the fungus devel­ 
ops very rapidly and forms its spores 
w ithin the w heat kernels. The diseased 
kernels ere enlarged, which causes the 
glumes of the w heat flower to stand 
out, giving the bead an enlarged ap­ 
pearance. but other than this there is 
no evidence of the diseased condition of 
the field until some of the kernels be­ 
come broken and the odor is given off.

How would you go about proving in 
your own home that the earth actually 
turns around In the course of a day?

The only scientific instruments 
ret I ult (Si will lit* an ordinary bowl of 
water, a little powdered rosin aud a 
good deal of patience 
Belee* ii good siztni howl, a foot or 
more In diam eter and fairly deep, and 
place it on the floor of some quiet 
room.

NAVAL BATTLE REPORTED
